swooped down on the watertront here 
this morning, seized 
a shipload 
of 
booze and arrested eighteen men who 
were unloading it, among whom were 
several p rominent New Haven busi­ 
ness men 
The precious cargo, consisting or 
hundreds of cases 
of 
gin, 
Scotch 
whisk ey and champaigne, was being 
transferred from the sloop to a fleet 
of truck s when the police arrived. 
Among those arrested were J. Har- 
mer Bronson, well k nown sp ortsman 
and businessman, P. P. Sherry, a drug­ 
gist of Westville; 
Brax ton 
Mesick , 
Joseph Miller, Max well Bruder, j-ioyd 
O’Connor and 
David Cherlone. The 
latter is said by the police to have 
aided the financing of the deal. 
All those arrested were lock ed up in 
the city jail. Only one of them. Bron­ 
son, had been able to secure hi * this 
forenoon. 
The vessel seized was the aux iliary 
sloop Jennie T. Chief of Police Smith, 
who headed the raiding party, seized 
her p ap ers and took complete charge 
oT the ship and its contents, throwing 
a heavy guard around the dock . The 
p art of the cargo, which was on the 
track s was tak en iO headquarters. *lt 
alone is valued at $50,000. 
From the ships p ap ers and informa­ 
tion which the police have, they said 
the booze came from the Bermudas.

The Gurden Glen Ia?ad Mining Com­ 
pany. which is mining the old New 
Galena mines. Buck s County is m ak ­ 
ing its first shipment of ore. The first 
truck load of the ore was loaded at 
the P. & R. station, Doylestown. The 
hole shipment will consist of thirty- 
two tons. 
The ore contains a number of dif- 
erent metals and it is said that there 
have been eight different ones found 
so far. although some of them are very 
scarce. The principal metal is lead, 
although a good deal of silver is In 
the first shipment. It is lik ely, the au­ 
thorities say. that the value of the sil­ 
ver will ex ceed that of the lead.

President Harding, it is generally un 
derstood that Great Britain strongly 
urged the United States to tak e the 
initiative in 
calling the international 
meeting. 
The Premier intensely wishes the 
conference to be held and also he 
wishes to p articipate personally. Apart* 
rom sincerely believing that disarm a­ 
ment is possible, he realizes that it 
would be the biggest personal triumph 
he has ever achieved and would as­ 
sure him an unlimited term of power.

That they proved 
futile is not to be taken as a criter­ 
ion. They were held prior to 15*14. The 
world was not sick of war or groaning 
under war debts. Moreover in some 
c as e s t ht* powers instrununtal in cali- 
inu the conferences were weaker in 
armament than some of their confer­ 
ences which dulled the edge of their 
insistence upon general disarmament. 
In this case the power issuing the call 
is the second strongest in the world in 
actual armament and in ability to 
Increase her armament is immeasur­ 
ably stronger than any other nation. 
If the race to increase armament is 
to continue, the United States has less 
to fear than any power, a fact well 
known in every foreign chancellory. 
Her invitation to 
discuss 
disarma­ 
ment is utterly devoid of selfishness 
or fear. It therefore carries unusual 
we ight. 
Under the invitation the conference 
( yv-'.ll also endeavor to reach a com­ 
mon understanding with respect to 
Far Eastern policies, which, as Presi- 


dent Harding stated, have a very close 
relation to the question of limitation 
of armaments. It is significant that 
the irvitation was preceded by a few 
days by Secretary Hughes’ letter on 
the “open door” in the Orient, which 
served notice on 
the 
world 
there 
would be no more compromising or 
surrendering of American rights fn 
foreign fields. 
Taken ‘together, President 
Hard­ 
ing’s invitation and Secretary Hughes’ 
letter 
clearly 
indicate 
the 
United 
States will not theorize or ria-ggle re­ 
garding American rights abroad, that 
it intends to see they are respected, 
hut that it would prefer to attain this 
through amicable agreements with all 
powers and to that end calls a confer­ 
ence. This marks a welcome return in 
the old days of red-blooded, fullsta- 
tured American diplomacy which in­ 
sisted upon American rights hut at 
the same time displayed the tolera­ 
tion, patience and fairness which* Is 
well founded in equity and justice.
